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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 
claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 
1 .475(e). 
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WHEN CLAIMS ARE DIRECTED TO MULTIPLE CATEGORIES OF 
INVENTIONS

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
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Group I, claims 1-13 and 20 - 33, drawn to temporarily reducing electrical current at 
least through a particular electrode in a path from which an increase of electrical 
resistance is detected, to a stepped down level, in response to said detection. 

Group II, claims 14-17, drawn to lowering and increasing the voltage difference in 
response to reductions and increases in the measured flow speed respectively, so that 
the voltage difference remains sufficient to attract substantially all of a contaminant to 
reach the first or second electrodes. 

Group III, claim 18, drawn to selecting a time point when the polarity is reversed 
dependent on the cumulative charge when the measured cumulative charge reaches a 
predetermined threshold value. 

Group IV, claim 19, drawn to regulating a power dissipated in the soil by adjusting of a 
duty cycle with which current is delivered to the electrodes, the cycle comprising periods 
of at least thirty seconds during which no current is supplied.. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of the Group I invention is the temporarily reducing 
electrical current at least through a particular electrode in a path from which an increase 
of electrical resistance is detected, to a stepped down level, in response to said 
detection claimed therein, which is not present in Groups II, III, and IV. 

The special technical feature in Group II invention is the lowering and increasing the 
voltage differences in response to reductions and increases in the measured flow 
speed, so that the voltage difference remains sufficient to attract substantially all of a 
contaminant to reach the first or second electrodes, which is not present in Groups I, III, 
and IV. 

The special technical feature in Group III invention is the selecting a time point when 
the polarity is reversed dependent on the cumulative charge reaches a predetermined 
threshold value, which is not present in Groups I, II, and IV. 

The special technical feature in Group IV invention is regulating a power dissipated in 
the soil by adjusting of a duty cycle with which current is delivered to the electrodes, the 
duty cycle comprising periods of at least thirty seconds during which no current is 
supplied, which is not present in Groups I, II, and III. 

Groups I - IV lack unity of invention because the groups do not share the same 
or corresponding technical feature. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be 
presented at the time of election in order to be considered timely.

Where such evidence or admission is provided by applicant, if the examiner finds one of 
the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used 
in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention.
